EARLY TRIAL ASSURED FOR CONFESSED 
SLAYER OF CHICAGO TANGO TEACHER 


WASHINGTON. 
Oot. 
15.— The 
"resignation" of Henry Lane Wilson, 
ambassador to Mexico during the 
Taft regime, today 
was 
formally 
“accepted." Ambassador Wilson fol­ 
lowing precedent, sent in his resig­ 
nation to President Wilson 
imme­ 
diately after the inauguration last 
March. 
One reason it was not atv 
cepted then was that 
the 
United 
States, considering the nearly break­ 
ing relations between 
this govern­ 
ment and that of the usurper, Huer­ 
ta, did not wish to remain unrepre­ 
sented in the revolution torn repub­ 
lic. 
To have accepted Wilson’s res­ 
ignation at that 
time 
would have 
meant that the United States would 
either 
have to he represented 
in 
Mexico by an official many ranks be­ 
low that of other countries, or rec­ 
ognize the Huerta usurpation by ap­ 
pointment of another ambassador. 
The passing of Ambassador Henry 
Lane Wilson recalls the many open 
charges made against him by some 
Americans and several members of 
the diplomatic corps in Mexico City 
that he had aided Huerta in the lat- 
ter's overthrow of President Madero, 
who afterwards was murdered with 
Vice President Suarez. One of the 
reasons assigned for not Immediately 
removing Ambassador Wilson 
was 
that to relieve him of his title of am ­ 
bassador would give him the privi­ 
lege to talk freely regarding condi­ 
tions in Mexico, and thus embarrass 
the administration. 
The adm inistra­ 
tion adhered rigidly to its policy not 
to accept Wilson’s resignation until 
today despite a statement made by 
Ambassador Wilson on August 13, in 
which 
he 
severely 
arraigned the 
British foreign office. 
The 
United 
States, 
because of Wilson's state­ 
ment, was forced* to humbly “ex­ 
plain" the "incident." Now that Wil­ 
son is relieved of all connection with 
the state department, his friends de­ 
clare he will begin a series of state­ 
ments which they say will explain 
the course he took in the Hexican 
crisis which resulted in Madero’s un­ 
seating.

Shill Kal, Just elected the first per­ 
m anent president of China, has been 
the first provisional president since 
March IO. 
1912.

general opinion, Dr. Hun Yat Sen, to; 
whom perhaps the greatest credit is • 
due for the revolution which o v e r-1 
turned the M anchus in 1911, was 
never provisional 
president of the 
Chinese republic. 
W hen the revolu­ 
tion broke out at W uchang on Oc­ 
tober IO. 1911, Dr. Sun Yat Sen was 
In Europe. 
He hurried to China and 
on Jan u ary I, 1912, he was Installed 
at Nankin as provisional president 
of the so-called “ g overnm ent” which 
I the rebels had set up. At th a t tim e 
I the .Manchu em peror was still the le- 
I gal ruler of China. He abdicated on 
February 8, the edict of his m other, 
the Em press Dowager, directing th at 
from that date all power of herself

One 
month and two days later Yuan was 
! inaugurated 
provisional 
president, 
with the consent of Sun Yat Sen. Pe­

Yuan Shih Kai's public career be-!
